You 
"Ycsno people should brace up; you m- 
oubtedly have ihe greatest country un- 
cr the sun. 
The recent panic has affected all tlie 
ountry cast of the Rockies more than 
Jiilifornia. 
f have been in more than 


00 towns and some of the best in tlie 
liddle west, and none of them will 
oinpare with Fresno. H is but a (plea- 
ion of a very short time when these 
iconic will pour into our state as in the 
;ood old days of '49, peopling it witli a 
nillion souls eager for rich agricultural 
lands, where- they will build up pros- 
perous and permanent homes. 


We had a cyclone in this state a few 


miles from my location a few weeks ago 
and seventy-four people were killed out- 
right. I was not in it. I carry a photo- 
graph of the, scene, allowing the 
awful 


work of the wind, and when I imve 
iiacu fair argument to induce my man 
togo west and grow up with the coun- 
try, and he declines, I just above the 
photo under his eyes and he looks 
awfully solemn, hut says not a word.

WASHINGTON, September 12.—The first 


authoritative statement issued by tin, 
oliicials of the government in regard to 
the Geary Chinese exclusion act S; 
the recent agitation, concerning its en- 
forcement 
or 
non-enforceniont, was 


made by Attorney General Olney today. 
It is as follows: "The statement that 
any action has recently been taken In 
the President or secretary <if state rela- 
tive to the non-enforcement of the sixth 
section of the so-called Geary act is 


Hhoiit foundation. All that lias been 


done since the original instructions, 
given concurrently to revenue oliicials 
and tu marshals and their deputies by 
the secrelary of the treasury and depart- 
ment of justice, has been done by this 
lepartnicnt. It haviiiy been held by 
Judge Kpss of California that warrants 
could be issued for violation of the said 
aixtli section on complaint of a private- 
individual, and complaints having been 
in 
fact made and 
warrants 
issued 


in 
various instances, the muri-hals 


ind 
their 
deputies 
have 
been 


instructed that the warrants 
issued 


by the court must be served and any 
orders 
for deportation 
subsequently 


made in such cases must be put into ex- 
ecution lo the extent of any funds avail- 
ible for that purpose. "Deportations 
lave not actually been made, however, 
'or this reason: In all cases where war- 
rants were issued as above stated writs 
of habeas corpus have been applied for, 
ind, being denied, appeals have been 
taken front such denials. In that slate 
of things rule thirty-two of tho United 
Slates supreme court, expretsly author- 
ed by statute, forbids any change of 
custody pending the appeal. The lan- 
guage is: 'fending an appeal from linal 
Icciaion any court or judge declining to 
giant a writ of habeas corpuB.the cnsto- 
ly of the prisoner shall not he dis- 
turbed.' The result is that in all cases 
of the kind referred to the parties in 
iiistody of the marshal or his deputies 
it the time when the appeals are taken 
rom orders refusing writs of habeas 
•orpns must continue in Hiich custody 
wilding such appeal and can be deport- 
'(1, if at all, only after judgments upon 
auch appeals are made in" favor of the 
government."

A Prospector Says

Extends 


Through Fresno County. 


Charles Ward, a prospector, puts for- 


ward the interesting, if not convincing

Mr. Ward says that hu lias traced the 


'urination four miles in what is now 
Madera county, making seven locations. 
These locutions have been developed and 
other opening have been made until 
now there are some sixteen workings on 
Jie mother lode in the vicinity of (.!rub 
Liulch, fourteen miles from the Hay- 
inond railway branch.' Mr. AVard shows 
specimens of the rock from these work- 
ings that illustrate the character of the 
nineral deposit. The lode is capped. 
:ie says, with an unfavorable looking 
sugar ijiiiirt*/,, which merges gradually 
into a line and rich gold bearing rock, 
bearing the precious metal in ijarticles 
large enough to be visible with the 
naked eye. The vein, he states, is from 
[ive to thirty-live feet in width, and has 
'mproved in quality in every shaft as it 
lecpuned.—Mining and Scientific Press.
